Relatives ot the dying president and 
nost tils cabinet and friends in the 
beuaa are Ukiac their final leave of 
him. Tba party aaasmblad la tbe main 
drawUv KMn. aafl doo by «»s thay 
ascended to the sick room. Th» acene 
is painful, and the silenca la broken 
only by Bobs. In the street aa awe- 
atrlckeo crowds awaits tbe coming of 
daath. Tba situation has developed 
Into oM of BMrs waiting for tba an- 
nouncement of tho presldanfa death. 

The president became uncooadoua 
at 6:40 and at 7:40 was barely alive. 

Under the efff tta of BtlmulantB the 
president revived at 7:50 and called 
for Mrs. McKtnlay. Bba waa taksn to 
blm iBiBSdIataly. 

"Tbs president bsa Bot 10 minutes 
more to live," was the announcement 
from the Miib urn house at 8 p. m.

7 o'clock crowds of pcopUi flocked in 
the direction of the Miiburn reBidenc i- 
to leat^ It the latest news was not 

more reassuring. Tbey stood at tbe 
ropea far dosrn the Intersecting 

Btrects and waited patiently for the 
appearance of the morning bulletin. 

When the sinking epell occuiitii it 
was (eared Mr. McKinley might ex- 
pire at aajy moment, as he did nut re- 
spond tp ordtaapy sttiautants. U was 
only when recourse was had to the 
despt'rate resource of Injecting salin^" 
solution, which save Mrs. McKinley b 
life in San Francisco, into his veins 
that tbe circulation grew stronger and 
after an bout' be rallied somewhat. 
His pulse at one time was about 140. 
But the slight rally came, and with it 
returning hope. With the fresh ener- 
gic« Of daylight the president appear- 
ed psresptlbly stronger, and the pulse 
Cell aeveral points from tbe highest. 

Tbe first physician to arrive for the 
morning consultation waa Dr. Wasdln 
at 8:16. Dr. Mann came two minutes 
later. Dr. Mynter arrived at 8:23. "I 
saw tbe president at 5 o'clock, " said 
he," bla condition was then very 
grave." After he entered tbe bouse, 
Abner McKinley, Dr. Baer, tbe pres- 
ident's nephew by marriage, and Mr. 
Miiburn came out of the house and 
stood In conversation on tbs Ipwa. 



While they were talking together 
Colobel W. C. Brown of J4ew York and 

Lieutenant MrKlnley came out of the 
house and after a hurried conference 
with Abner .McKinley. they hastened 
to tbe Lenox, the hotel at which Mrs. 
Abner McKinley and Secretarlea Wil- 
son and Hitchcock are stopping. 

Pr. Park did not reach tbe boase 
until 8:4'), being the last phyalclan to 
arrive for the morning consultation. 
At 8:50, while the consultation was 
going on inside, an old woman who 
was plainly a crank, approached the 
Inner rope and insisted upon boing ad- 
mitted. She said she desired to see 
Mrs. McKinley. "1 have suuiethiiv; 
Inipiitaiit to Pciv to her." she siiid. 
One (if the si crct nervice ni- n led hi r 
aside and listened to her long story o: 
how ahe propoaed to cure the prcsi 
dent by meana of berba and prayers. 

A stream of callers began arriving 
early. All call-Td were met at tin 
door by Mr. Miiburn, who Informei) 
them that the president bad rallied 
fairly well. 

Secretaries Hitchcock and Wilson, 
who left th<' house at f) a m.,ret\irn' J 
at 8:20. They stopptd on the lawu to 
bp' ak to Abner McKinley before en- 
tering the house. 

Early Morning Scene. 

At 9:^0, tho scene abcmt tho Mil- 
burn residence was one that will livi 
In the memory of those wlio witnessed 
it as long as life lasts. Down the 
streeta in every direction people were 
massed hundreds deep, while at the 
corner where the headquarters of the 
press are located, correspondents of 
all the leading Journals of the world 
were waiting ready to flash the flr^.t 
news far as the wires reach. In front 
of the residence the blue-coated sol- 
diers paced with arms at ri^ht shoiil 
der. All wei e waiting almost liri>atli- 
lessly for the news. The physician.^ 
finished their consultation at 9:40. 
Tbey left tbe house together and 
stopped for a few minutes on the lawn 
to convey their verdict first to the 
pri sid' nfs brother. The physicians 
Iddki d serious as they walked away 
from the residence. I)rs. Mann aii l 
Mynter came away together. "We are 
very anxious," said Dr. Mann. 

"Have you given up hope?" 

"By no means," be replied. 

"Is he better than when yoo aaw 
him last?" 

"He la better than he was in t)ie 
early hours of the morning," he re- 
Bionded. 

Dr. Mynter hnd little encouragement 
to offer. "I am n(jt thoroughly with- 
f;it hoi)e. " said he. "The presidtiit 
has a fighting chance, but I would be 
more hopeful if the day were passed 
and be bad gained a little atrength. 
He has improved some since early 
morning, but the improvement Is very 
slight. The troul)le Ii(>H with his 
hcait ^\■^ are stlmMlutiiig it and our 
treatment has been fairly successful." 

Dr. Mynter admitted that saline so 
lution and other meana to keep the 
a( tlon of the heart were being admin- 
istered. 

"Uo you still have hope of saving 
the president's life?" Dr. Mynter wi 
asked. 

"I will say in anawer to your ques- 
tion," replied Dr. Mynter, hesitating- 
ly, "that I do not consider the case ab- 
solutely hopeless. I should be mori 
hopeful if the day were passed and i' 
had shuwM some Improvement in bis 
condition." 

Dr. Mynter's remarka left tbe in- 
ference that tbe crisis might ba pro- 
longed. 

First IVIorning Bulletin. 
The ofiictal bulletin issued by the 
physicians at 9 a. m. read as follows; 

"Tlic president's condition has some- 
wljiii improved during the past few 
hours. Tln re la a Ijetter response to 
stimulation. He Is consciaus and free 
from pain. Pulse 128, temperature 90.b. 

Tbe bulletin waa aiigbtly reaaaur 
Ing, but his pulse was up to Itt and 
the conviction grew that It was al- 
most a forlorn hope. It was learned 
that the physicians had decided that 
it would not be well for Mrs. McKln- 
)sy to enter the sick room, both on 
account of her (eeble health and the 
excitement ft might eauSe the presi- 
dent. So far as can be learned, Mrs. 
McKinley had not been Informed up to 

10 o'clock of tbe grave coadltion of 
bsr husband. 

Shortly after 19 o'clock tbs Intimate 
friends and relatives of tbe president 

who were telegraphed for began to ar- 
rive and there assembled in the down 
stairs rooms of tbe Miiburn house 
Senator Hanna, Senator Fairbanks, 
former Secretary of State Day, Secre- 
tary Wilson and Secretary Hitchcock, 
Mr. Lrd Mra. Hermaaa tear. Abner 
McKinley, Miss Helen lif(<K1n1ey and 
Mrs. J. T. Duncan, sisters of the pres 
ident, and Mrs. Lafayette McWilliams, 
in addition to John U. .Miiburn, form 
er Postmaater General Bissel, John N. 
Scat^herder, of Buffalo, and Congress- 
man Alexander of the Huffalo district. 

Senator Hanna came on a special 
train from Cleveland, accompanied by 
Mrs. Hai^> Colonel Myron T. Her 
rick, IflSS Barber and a few other 
friends ot las preslisat Ha received 
the news at i A. ah and iMlsdiately 
ordered a «psctal train. 



All the cabinet officers were sum- 
moned at 3 a. m. Dr. W. W Johnston 
of Washington, who Is at Portsmouth, 
N. H., and Dr Janewey of New York. 

both celebrated he.irt siieciallsts were 
summonid A ceLdiiated heart spe- 
cialist who has been watching the 
bulletins closely, expressed the opin- 
ion that the extreme weakness of the 
heart was due to the shock of tbe first 
bullet, which struck the president's 
breastbone and had now maniteated 
itself for the first time. 

The Rev. Dr. ('or\\in Wilson, who 
was once pastor of First .Metho<li!.t 
church, Canton, O., where the pt esid( nt 
attended, was among those who called 
at the house during the morning. 
When he left lie saiil: "Y( there 's 
hope for the president. His lirother 
tells me he is niakini? the supreme 
fight of his life. I feci most deeply 
for the president, for at Canton in by- 
gone days I was his pastor, and truly 
know his noble character." 

Secretary Hitehrock was heartbrok- 
en by the sudden dashing down of the 
high hopes he had held of thi' presi- 
dent's recovery. "1 refuse to surroml- 

er," said he, with great emotion at 
10:80. "I win not give up hope while 
life remains. I aball hope on and pray 

on to the end." 

Vice President Rorst vrlt was heard 
from shortly after 10 a. m. He had 
received the news of the president s 
aerious condition and sent word from 
the Tahowua club in tbe Adirondacks. 
where he was staying, that he would 
come at once. He would stop at Al- 
bany for n>'ws and there determine 
his future movement. 

Congressman Alexander, at 10:45. 
gave the moat encouraging news of 
the morning. He said: "It Is not 
true that tbe phyaidans are without 
hope or that those gathered In th ■ 
house ure despondent. The lowering 
of the heart a' tiou is a naturi.i result 
of the giving of a cathartic and was 
expected. It was found that the solid 
food given Thuraady has not passed 
through the stomach and that a c.i- 
thartlc would have to be given. Then 
came the reaction. The pliysi<'ians 
gave a saline solution but in veiy 
small quantities and used some di^i 
talis, but also in small quanities. Tbey 
did not want to use any more artificial 
means than absolutely n i i s.-ary. The 
results so far are gucl an i ilu' presi- 
dent is sleeping, watched by l)rs. Rix- 
ey, Park and Stockton. In other re- 
spects the president Is doing well." 

Tbe president continued perfectly 
conscious despite his extreme weak- 
ness. When tbe physicians soisght to 
adjust the pillows so as to shut off tlin 
liglit of the window, the i)resident 
protested. "No, I want to see the 
trees." he murmured, "tb^y are so 
beautiful." 

The physicians believe he fully real- 
ized how low lie was, although he has 
not been infoinu il. Wiien Mis. Me- 
Klnli'v was told during the forenoon 
that it would be better for her not to 
see him she assented without protest, 
but she seemed to realize the full Im- 
port of the request, though she said 
nothing. 

At 11 o'clock the attending; physi- 
cians decided to stop the use of tin- 
saline injections as tbe patient hr.d 
begun to revive from the extreme de- 
pression. It wa:^ deemed wise to \i l'h- 
hold tho saline solution for a iii .^silile 
subsi cjuent sinking spell. The ■r.:a:it- 
ity of digitalis waa also diminished to 
ascertain if the president'a heart 
could do without stimulants. 

Toward 1 o'clock the physicians b#- 
gan to hope that if the president coti! 1 
be carried through the ni^ht theie 
would be a chance for his ultimate re- 
covery. The administration uf nour- 
ishment was practically discontlnu»-d. 

At 1:30 o'clock the president was 
still asleep and the heart action was 
Bufllciently strong to justify the phy- 
sicians in not awakening him for 
treatment. Up to that hiuir no oth' r 
treatment except saline solution injtc- 
tiona and digitalis had Seen adminis- 
tered. The physicians practically 
agreed that the test would come at 
night and they hoped to be abU; to 
bring blm larougb that critical period. 

At 2:20 Representative Alexander, 
who bad just come ^om the MUburn 
residence, said tbe president slspt sn 
hour and a half, and that be reatad 
like a child. Colonel Alskander de- 
nounced as untrue a report circulate^ 
that tbe president was in a dying 
stupor. Colonel Alexander said tbe 
preaident when awake was perfectly 
cosKious. He said Mrs. lieVlBley 
waa still If aorsat of tbs ebante in tbe 
preaidenfs eo^w^^on, aHhoutb she 
had seen blm IttortUr bstolfs itibbft for 
a abort time. 

Aftamoon Bulletin. 

Tbe otricial bulletin issued by the 
president's physieiane at t:SO p. m. 
said: "The president has more than 
held his own since moratpg apd bla 
condition Justiftsa the <(||si^t|oo qf 
further imyroveoient Ha II better 
than yesterday at tbis tMts. Pulse 
123; temperature 99.4." 

The lowering of tho pulse to 123 
was considered the most encouraging 
featura of tbe afternoon bniletln, bat 
tbe BtatMBsnt that bs was better than 
"at tha same hour yeatarday" aeosssi 



tated explanation in view of the ex- 
tremely serious and dangeroua condi- 
tion of the president. The explana- 
tion given was that tho accumulation 

of uiidig sti'd food in the stomach liad 
at that time become as rank as pto- 
maine and that a bolus of calomel and 
oil had to be given.

Ingly drastic. When the relief came 

exhaustion followed. 

Dr. Mynter was the .Hrst physician 
to li'ave th'' afternoon conference and 
he seemed more hopeful than earlier 
in the day. To the newspaper men he 
said: "The president Is somewhat 
Improved and the prospect is more 
hop"ful. He is taking some nourish- 
ment iuchiiling clan broth. Tin re is 
no danger iluU lie will starve to death. 
Six days is not long, and now very 
little food does blm. I feel better 
about tbe case." 

"Tbe main trouble la the heart,

Th • iiif' !i i;!ti(Ui was 
at once telesiapli'-d tu t'le Chicago 
authorities. 

Wolclzynskl. while in this city, was 
employed as a writer on a Poliab 
newspaper know as the Star. 

Chicago. Sept. 18.— Edmund Wol- 
ciy.ynski. in whose heuse in Cleveland 
53 feet of U\6v is said to hav>' been 
found. Is at liberty in this city. Chief 
O'Neill said he doubted the import- 
ance of the find, but if Wolclzynskl 
should be wanted he could be arrested 
within 20 minutes.

The wor)d wa!4 in a measure prepared for 
tbefiad annoanccmrat, for after tbe and- 
den relapse on Thursday eveninK the 
worit was feared. The bulletin? Friday 
forenoon and afternoon gave some cn- 
cooraiienient, it ia trae, bat a leoond 
relapae oceorred m nigbt apptoecbed 
and the condition of tbe distinf^nished 
patient, who bad made such a hrave 
atroKKle, soon became ao extremely crit- 
ical tbat all who kept in toneb with the 
news realised that tbat itmggle waa a 
hopele-^s one. 

Reports reached Maysville as early as 
6 o'clock laat evening that tbe Pretident 
waa dead, bat tbia waa ibortly denied. 
Airaiii at 11 o'clock it was announced he 
was dead, and the bells of tbe city were 
tolled, bat tbe Weatem Union bulletin 
tbia mominir abowa that he liniwred un- 
til 2:15 o'( lock thia morning. 

And now while the Nation bows in 
grief at the bier of tbe dead President, 
the aympatby of the world Roea oat to 
hia beloved companion,— to her who was 
eo dear to him, and who ia aogrievooaly 
bereft by his death.
